A SCHIZOPHRENIC APPROACH TO RADIO 


Yesterday we Mgwred owt the cost of running KRAB from January 1 to June 30 of 
this year and the loss was so depressing (subscriptions cover about a third of our 
Costse==we Lose something in the nature of $600 a month) that we wrote a rather 
tawdry first drat of our program comments that ended like thise "..e.perhaps we 
should think of owrselves as an archaism; for dissent and searching and wonder 
must be a luxury so precious that one or two or at most three cities in the 
country can Support such operations: that the Northwest is sometimes culture, 
sometimes jungle; but at this stage we think it is stili the latter and perhaps 
we should let the lights dima bit, again, and stand aside while the krab sinks 
back into the morassooet etCe, Cble 

Well, that was last night and today the sun was shining and besides, the 300 
people who get and read the program notes are already subscribers and THEY know 
how much we need money, because we talk about it enough, Lord knows: and perhaps 
all we should do is tell them that we suppose we can hold on till about the end 
of November and hops by that time there are the thousand subscribers we need to 
meet our simplest and dullest bills. 

But another thing that changed owe minds about the subject of these notes was 
another of those interminable discussions that goes on here in the afternoons about 
what KRAB is, and what KRAB should strive to bee Perhaps we are too self-conscious 
but the simple real. fact is that. KRAB has no autocracy of financial gain (which 
lends no small direction to other radio ard television stations-=-except the educational. 
stations which mostly exist to educaté), so we constantly dissect and discuss our approach. 

What brought the subject up was one of our volunteers talking about the morning 
and late evening programs. “You instruct all the volunteers not to identify theme 
selves-=—for they are anonymous, hunole, non-officious presentors of the talk pro» 
grams and the muisie programs. Yet your morning man has developed’ a personality-—= 
the other day he was playing some Gussman electronic music at 7330 AM and he said 
that someone called up and said they could not stand its; at that point he played 
another haif-howr's worth of electronic music. And your afteremidnight mang somee 
times he discusses sucheeeshall we sayweediverting topics that I cantt allow my 
mother to listen. But the point is that these people ave persons, and they are 
projecting their personality on the air, and I thought that was unekrab." 

Fortunately, we were prepared for such a question because it has bothered us 
somewhat and it comes down to thise that the important programs-==the discussions 
and the wide-ranging commentaries and the formal, blocked out musical programs are 
the important thing. These we schedule between fiveethirty and twelve in the evening. 
What goes on after midnight and at the unreal hours of the morning become a function 
of the individual presenting the programs: for it is hard enough to find volunteers 
that will program, with taste, at something like 2 or S AM--=and when they come our 
way, and execute their time period with warmth and inteliigence-=-=-then it is ther 
time, and they can become as human as possible. 

This is one of the minor schozophrenics of krabee«that 5330 to midnight is krabts 
time, and the rest of the time is Rory'ts or Duke's time~—eand they can play all the 
electronic musie they pleases just so long as they feel they are communicating, which 
is the important thing. After howrse When no-one is listening.
